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Mr. IRVING SIDERS, former business associate of 
the subject, advised on July 27, 1961 that 3ACHARIAH LEVY, 
brother of the subject, who was manager of the Birdland 
Restaurant, a well known night club in New York City, which 
features jazz music, was stabbed to death in Birdland 
during 1959. 

NY T-4 advised on July 17* 1961, that RACHEL SASPARTAS, 
1575 Washington Avenue, Bronx, in 1950, had two sons who were 
listed as ZACHARIAH LEVY, 666 Southern Boulevard, Bronx, a 
bartender at Birdland Restaurant 1678 Broadway, and MORRIS 
LEVY, no address given.

GABBE said that he has known MORRIS LEVY on a personal 
basis since the early 1950s at which time LEVY was engaged in 
the night club concession business. He said that he considered 
LEVY to be a person of reputable character and an energetic 
"live wire" where business was concerned. GABBE thought 
LEVY’S main.'problep, in his opinion, is trying to move ahead 
too far too fast. He said that Roulette Records, Incorporated 
with MORRIS LEVY as President, has paid out too much money 
in signing big names to record contracts, and in trying to 
put up a big front. He cited as an example of this the 
recent move Roulette made from Tenth Avenue to modern offices 
on Broadway. 


GABBE stated that LEVY has been married two or 
three times but that he had only known one of his wives 
and he was unable to recall her name.

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Mr. GEORGE GOLDNER, owner of "Gone" and t'Gee" 
Record Companies, 1650 Broadway, New York City, advised 
SAS I ~l and MARSHALL on July 10, 1961, that he has known 
LEVY since approximately 1955* He said that at that time 
he knew LEVY because of LEVY'S association with Birdland 
Restaurant and various music publishing firms.' .. 
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In 1957, LEVY, in association with MORRIS GURLEK 
and PHIL KAHE , purchased a share of Rama Records which at that 
time was completely owned by GOLDNER. He stated that a few 
months later he sold all his stock in the Rama and the Tico 
Record Companies to LEVY and his associates. The reason for 
this sale was because GOLDNER and LEVY differed as to their 
methods of obtaining -.recording artists for their company. 

LEVY was interested in signing well known artists and paying 
a great deal of money in order to sign them 3 whereas GOLDNER 
was more interested in signing unknown artists and using 
certain recording techniques in attempting to turn out hit 
records. GOLDNER said he requested that LEVY and his 
associates buy him out because at the time he had recently 
purchased a home in Scarsdale, New York, which consumed all 
his available cash and placed him in a position where he was 
unable to purchase LEVY’S portion of the business. GOLDNER 
said that he set a price on his portion of the business 
which gave him a substantial profit and that LEVY and his 
associates paid that price. He advised that he still 
receives monthly payments of $1000.00 from the Planetary 
Music Publishing Corporation and exhibited a note from that 
corporation signed by MORRIS GURLEK and PHIL KAHL. 

GOLDNER further advised that since he sold out to 
LEVY and his associates Tied Records has gone out of business. 

He said that when he owned Tico he was the Recording 
Technician and that a large part of Tico's success at that 
time was due to his recording techniques . After he left Tico, 
they were unable to ‘imitate- his techniques, and in his opinion, 
this is one of the reasons the ompany failed. 

GOLDNER said that LEVY and his associates formed 
Roulette Records in 1957 and that he was associated with this 
company before he sold out later in 1957* He said Roulette 
did real well at the beginning, but he ha3 heard rumors recently 
that it isn’t doing too well. 

GOLDNER also advised that he has been asassed: at LEVY'S 
ability to raise or borrow money. In this connection. 
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. recently he heard that Roulette Records * Incorporated* 
was heavily in ■'debt to the Abbey Record Company* in New 
Jersey, which is the company that cuts their records. He 
said that in the record business credit is not extended 
too far and it is the usual custom that if a company is unable 

to pay their "cutting" company, they ar e rmt nf imaiaaaa

.Corporation, of which Abbey Record Manufacturing Company is 
the only active division, was interviewed at the Abbey 
Record Manufacturing Company, 160 Passaic Avenue and 
furnished the following information: 


This company is custom manufacturer for Teaco, 
Roost and Forum Records all of which are divisions of 
Roulette Records Incorporated, and billing for the pressing 
of these records is submitted to Roulette Records. 
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He said that up until March or April, i960. Roulette 
Records was considered to be the best there .is in the business, 
paying approximately $25,000.00 or the entire bill each month. 
This account was paid by check drawn on the Hanover Trust 
Company of New York and was signed by MORRIS LEVY, the 
President of Roulette. 


continued that during i960 Roulette moved 

their offices to 151 East 50th Street, New York City and spent 
approximately $500,000.00 in remodeling their new office. 

Soon thereafter payments from Roulette were slower. He said 
that he agreed to extend the Roulette credit account to 120 
days when in the past it was extended to only 30 days , 

This was done in order to keep Roulette in business. He 
added that at one time Roulette owed Abbey Records $160,000.00 
and he was contacting offices of Roulette frequently in 
order to get payments in that account. He stated that 
Roulette paid this account each month and their bill was 
usually paid in full within the 120 day period.

Casualty Company, Chicago, Illinois. He relayed that 
Chicago Bankers Life and Casualty Company oxms Datronios b6 

Corporation. He continued that he was responsible for b 7 c 

Roulette's receiving the loan from the Chicago Bankers 
Company since he gave his opinion to the Board of 
Directors and he believed then, as he does now, that this 
would be a good investment. The loan was taken by Roulette 
at 7 per cent i nterest and payable in six years. According 
^° l U Roulette Records signed a Chattel Mortgage 

vhicb included all master tapes and electronic equipment owned 
by Roulette which will be taken over in the event Roulette fails 
to meet the Joan agreement. I I emphasized that at 

no time was any force or coercion involved in the transactions 
with Roulette . He said that he considered the Roulette 
account a good account and that many other record manufacturing 
companies have attempted to secure their account. 
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I concluded that he knows nothing 
concerning LEVY'S background or associates other than 
KOLSKY and he has avoided all social contacts with both 
LEVY and KOLSKY. 
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On January 27, 1957, this firm filed a petition for 
bankruptcy after a substantial federal tax lien had been 
levied against the corporation. Versailles Restaurant Corporation 
operated under NICHOLAS PROUNES and ARNOLD ROSSFIELD and 
OTTO PROUNES until sale of stock on February 27, 195°, to the 
above named officers for a reported consideration of $125,000. 
$50,000 in cash was supposedly derived from personal assets of 
the principals. The informant advised that the Roundtable 
assumed $20,000 of liabilities of the Versailles Restaurant 
Corporation, which supposedly has been retired.

NY T-13 advised on March 19 3 I960, that Roulette 
Records has the reputation of having been started by racketeers 
who are silent partners in the operation. Informant stated, 
that the company is located at 659 Tenth Avenue, New York City, 
but is moving to new quarters in the near future. 

Informant stated that rumor in the industry has it 
that the company was started as a front and instead has 
developed into a prosperous business through the making 
of a few hit records. 

Informant stated that MORRIS LEVY is the President 
of Roulette Records. He stated that LEVY’S brother, RALPH 
LEVY, was recently killed at Birdland. LEVY is also the 
purported owner of The Roundtable. 

Informant stated that JOE KOLSKY is the General 
Manager of Roulette Records and actually runs the business. 
Informant stated that he has never heard anything bad about 
the company except their involvement in payola in which all 
record companies are engaged, informant stated that as. far 
as he knows the company engages in normal competition with 
other record companies.

At this address a well known restaurant operated for 
many years under NICHOLAS PROHNES, ARNOLD ROSSFIELD and OTTO 
PROTJNES using trade style, 151 East 50th Street Corporation. 
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NY T-12 advised that records of New York County showed that 
on February 27, 1961, a Federal Tax Lien for $30,585.00 was entered 
against the Roundtable Restaurant, Incorporated in favor of 
the United States# 

On May 18, 1961, SA HARRIS J. MILLER reviewed the

On May 17, 1961, SAS HARRIS J* MILLER and PAUL J. 
NEUMANN reviewed records at the office of the New York 
State Liquor Authority (SLA), 270 Broadway, New York City, 
relative to The Roundt-able , Incorporated; These records 
reflect the following information:. 
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A 1959 Report of Investigation, number 17717., 
of the State of New York Executive Department, Division 
of Alcoholic Beverage Control, relative to She Round- 
table, Incorporated, 151 East- 50th Street, New York City, 
set forth, with respect to the history of the premises, 
that the 151 East 50th Street Restaurant Corporation had 
owned and operated a restaurant here known as the Versailles 
for a period from February 5* 1935* to January 20, 1957. 

The officers, directors and stockholders were listed as: 

NICHOLAS D. PROUNIS, President and Treasurer 
ARNO ID Go ROSSFIELD, Secretary 
OTTO D. PROUNIS, Vice President 

In 1956, this corporation encountered financial 
difficulties and on March 1, 1957, the corporation was 
adjudicated bankrupt. All assets were sold at public auction 
and on March 14, 1957, all assets except alcholic beverages 
of The 151 East 50th Street Corporation were purchased for 
approximately $30,000 by NICHOLAS D. PROUNIS for and on 
behalf of the Versailles Restaurant Corporation, a new 
corporate entity organized January 31, 1957, with the 
same corporate officers, NICHOLAS D. PROUNIS, OTTO D. 

PROUNIS, and ARNOLD G. ROSSFIELD. Each of the officers 
owned one third of the outstanding issued capital stock, 

25 shares each. The Versailles Restaurant Corporation, 
however, was not able to open the premises for operation 
of business on account of illness of ROSSFIELD, and the 
wife of NICHOLAS D. PROUNIS. Accordingly, the stockholders 
of this corporation negotiated in December, 1957, to sell 
their stock to MORRIS LEVY, MORRIS GURLEK, ALVIN OLCHAK, 
HERMAN H. SCHWARTZ, A. HALSEY COWAN, and PHILIP KOLSKY. 
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According to this report investigation did not 
reveal any undisclosed interest held "by persons, other 
than those licensed. However, an amount of $15 >500 loaned 
to the corporation by GURLEK, KOLSKY and LEVY could not be 
accounted for, as to its proper source, as this contribution 
was made in cash and could not be disproved. 

Records of New York State Liquor Authority reflect 
an application for Restaurant Liquor License relative to the 
Versailles Restaurant Corporation. This application reflects 
this corporation was organized on January 31> 1957 > under 
New York State Law, that its principal place of business was 
151 East 50th Street, New York, New York, and owners of stock 
and the officers of the corporation were listed as follows:
